Ham Radio 2016 in Friedrichshafen Attracts a Bumper Crowd 


Attendance was up slightly this year at Europe's =z } 
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largest Amateur Radio gathering, the 41st annual interna- 
a 


tional Ham Radio 2016 in Friedrichshafen, Germany. Offi- 
cials at the venue, Die Messe Friedrichshafen, say "“every- 
thing went perfectly" as amateurs joined "makers" for the 
24 to 26 June weekend. The "double feature" exposition at- 
tracted 17 230 visitors, up from 17 080 last year. Die Messe 
officials did not break out numbers for radio amateurs and 
those attending the Maker Faire Bodensee. 

Nearly 200 exhibitors and vendors from 3 dozen 
countries were on hand at Friedrichshafen. Like Hamvention, 
Ham Radio is better known by its location. 

"Friedrichshafen is like Europe's Dayton for us," said 
Yaesu Technical Sales Manager Paul Bigwood, G3WYW. "The 
Ham Radio is extremely international. Everyone here comes 
from all over the world; we even had visitors from Australia 
at our stand. The show has an excellent reputation; it is very 
important for us to be here." 

TARU Region 1 Emergency Coordinator Greg Mossop, GODUB, said two meetings at Frie- 
drichshafen for radio amateurs involved in emergency communication were well received. On 
Friday 24 June, the first IARU Region 1 Emergency Communication meeting attracted some 20

gions, proposals to change the ITARU Emergency Message procedure, and information on emer- 
gency communication groups in Germany, Poland and Slovenia.

While The HF Bands Are Dead VHF Is Very Much Alive 

Carl Minne, ZS6CBQ, at Krugersdorp reports that while the HF bands are dead with 
mostly poor conditions, VHF is very much alive. He was on 144,300 MHz during the week from 
about 19:30 CAT and every evening there were a few stations on the air such as ZS6BUN, 
ZR6CMG, ZS6QTF, ZS6CBQ, ZS6UB, ZS6BSB and Keith, ZS6TW, on Friday evening. Please try 
calling on this frequency if you are in the Gauteng area when you do not hear anything on HF. 

“Saturday and Sunday mornings we concentrate on working far away stations: Rickus, 
ZS4A, in Bethlehem, Pierre, ZS4PF, in Welkom, Michael, ZR4MF, in Bloemfontein, also stations 
from Kriel, Secunda, Ermelo and Phalaborwa. Rickus is also reporting that he is helping a few 
stations to build antennas and soon we can look out for more stations from Div. 4 

"This Sunday morning 24 July I worked Pieter, ZS4PAW, in Koppies using a Slim Jim 
with reports of 5/1 to 5/5, conditions were not very good. Pieter has almost finished a horizon- 
tal Yagi and hoping to hear him 5/9 in the near future. Quintin, ZS6QTH, at Onderstepoort also 
managed to make a contact with ZS4A, but conditions were just not good enough for Jaco, 
ZR6CMG, to log the contact. Pierre, ZS4PF, from Welkom was 5/9 at Krugersdorp, he logged 
Rickus and was heard in Pretoria by Jaco and Quintin but the fast and deep QSB from Tropo 
Scatter did not allow them to make a contact. Come and join the fun on weekends and during the 
week." 


New Transatlantic Tests Starting Between Namibia and Brazil in August 

Pieter Jacobs, V51PJ, in Namibia and Marcos Jose Da Silva Almeida, PYIMHZ, in Brazil 
will be running daily skeds throughout August 2016 and attempt to make the first-ever two-way 
contact across the Atlantic Ocean on 144 MHz. 

Pieter is equipped with 2 x 13 element stacked Yagi array and 1,2 kilowatt of power, 
whereas Marcos will be using a 43 element horizontal Yagi at his seaside holiday home. Pieter 
says they will test around sunrise at Namibia and again at sunset at Brazil when cool air across 
the Atlantic could enhance Tropo Ducting. 

Apparently there will be several amateurs along the East coast of South America who 
would be monitoring the signals, as well as a few along our West coast as far down as Cape Town. 
The bridging of the Atlantic has been attempted many times before without success, and the 
Brendan Trophy has been waiting for years in Belfast for the first amateurs to accomplish it! 


Sisters launch 2nd craft to near-space 

Seattle sisters, Rebecca and Kimberly Yeung, aged 11 and 9 launched their second craft, 
carrying an amateur radio APRS transmitter KI7CSK-11, into near-space. They launched their 
first homemade balloon “spacecraft” last September. The feat got them invited to the annual 
White House Science Fair. 

Last weekend they conducted their second launch, this time near the town of George. 
Their balloon reached a new height - more than 100,000 feet into the sky. The young scientists 
say they measured temperature changes as the craft entered different parts of the atmos- 
phere and tracked the sun's UV waves. 

The craft carried a LEGO "R2D2" action figure from "Star Wars: The Force Awakens," 
along with a picture of Loki, the sisters’ cat.
